From these words of Christ the 
preacher emphasized the thought of 
immortality. Death is but an event 
of life, not a cessation; and the life 
beyond is the continuation of the 
kind of life which we live here.

- BY GAS IN WELLS! yews IN A NUT SHELL 


Fatalities Occur at Mellowdale and 
Tofield Towns. 


Edmonton, September 7.—A't two 
p.m., on Sunday, Thomas Lewis, 
Geo. Coughlan and Elbert Christ, lost 
their lives from gas fumes in an emp- 
ty well at Mellowdale, about 80 miles 
northwest of Edmonton. 

From the information supplied  %y 
Inspector Piper, it appears that Lew- 
is, who farmed some two and a naif 
miles north of Mellowdale, was in the 


\habit of keeping a supply of fresh 


meat down the shaft of a dry well 45 
feet deep, and on this occasion had 
gone to the well with his nephew, 
George Coughlan, for the purpose of 
getting the meat, but the rope to which 
it was attached broke and the meat fell 
to the bottom of the shaft, whereupon 
Lewis went down to recdver it. 

As he did not return, Coughlan then 


went down to find out what was.the|¥ 


matter, but he too failed to come to 
the surface again. 

Mrs. Coughlan, becoming alarmed, 
went for help, and returned with 4 
neighbor named Elbert Christ, who 
also descended the well, but also fail- 
ed to come to the surface again. 

Again Mrs. Coughlan went for help, 
and returned with a number of the 
naishbors, one of whom lowered a 
lighted lantern into the well, the light 
going out owing to the gas at 1 Cis- 
tance of ten feet from the surface. 

Burning hay was then introduced 
into the well for the purpose of clear- 
ing out the gas, and when this was ac- 
complished the bodies were brought 
to the surface, all the me. being dead. 

The second fatality happened on 
Monday at about 1.40 p.m, when 
James Easton, of Tofield, lost his life 
in a similar manner. The accident took 

place ten miles west of Tofleld, where 

the deceased man was drilling a well. 

The drill stuck when about 45 fect 

from the surface, and, in order to free 

it, Mr. Easton went down the shaft, 
but was overcome by the deadlv fumes 
of gas, and when brought to the sur- 
face was found to be dead.

Canada freight rates, and 35 per cent. 
in western freight rates, effective on 
Monday next, September 13th, and to 
continue in force until December 31. 

After December 31 the increase in 
the freight rates in Eastern Canada 
is reduced from 40 per cent. to 35 per 
cent., and in Western Canada from 
'35 to 30 per cent.’ This increase is 
applicable to all freight commodities 
with the exception of those which are 
expressly stipulated in the judgment, 
and for which special provision is 
made. 


PASSENGER RATES INCREASE 


imultaneously with the increase 
‘in freight rates, passenger rates all 
over the country are advanced 20 per 
cent., so long as they do not exceed 
four cents a mile. This increase is 
| effective only to December 31. After 
|that date, and for the six months’ 
| period from January 1, 1921, to July 
|1, 1921, a 10 per cent. increase is 
authorized. Following July 1, passen- 
ger rates return to those in force at 
the present time.

Messrs. Ira and Owen _ Shearer, 
eight miles south of Gadsby, and 
Messrs. Carlos, Claude and Harry 
Shearer, two miles from Evarts, were 
; Placed on trial at the court house, Red 
: Deer, on Thursday, before Lieut.-Col. 
McLeod, provincial magistrate, of Ed- 
monton, on charges of horse-stealing. 
Mr. E. A. Popple, of the Attorney- 
Genera!’s department, Edmonton, ap- 
peared for the Crown, and A. H. Rus- 
sell, K.C., and W. E Payne appeared 
The specific charges 
are the theft of two mares, the pro-

-and the theft of a horse from E. A. 
Smith, Gadsby. 

. Mr. Thorlakson and his son swore to 
losing two grey mares about July 15, 
and finding one of them in the posses- 
sion of Sam Potter, near Leo.

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18 THE CURRIGULUM OF OUR

Under this head, in anther column 
of this issue of The News, we publish 
an interivew with A. R. Gibson, In- 
spector of Schools, who says the ques- 
tion is very much in the public, mind 
at the present time, and it is the in- 
tention of the Minister of Education 
to discuss the question to the fullest 
extent with the people of the province. 
That is a good idea. The Minister 
will not go far wrong if he takes the 
people into his confidence. There is 
.a growing feeling in the province 
that -the good old-fashioned, every- 
day, hard-headed educational system 
is slowly giving place to something 
vague and illusive, something that is 
hard to grasp, but nevertheless which 
takes up the time and attention of 
the pupil, to the detriment of sub-

years. 

We do not think the Standard too 
high. It is no higher than other prov- 
inces, and we have to look for some 
other reason. The movies, the dance 
and other attractions may be respon- 
sible to some extent, but there can be 
no harm in getting the opinion. of the 
general public on the question, and we 
believe the action of the Minister of 
Education in trying to find a solution, 
if possible, a good one.

Believers in a policy of Canada for 
the Canadians will have no choice but 
to accept the leadership of Mr. Meigh- 
en.

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SALTIESTALAKE 
IN WORLD 
- IN ALBERTA 


More Than ‘Five Times Saltier Than 
Salt Lake, Whence Much of the 
Present Supply Comes—Living 
Springs Sustain Level—600 Tons, 
Estimated as the Maximum Daily 
Output. 


One hundred and eighty miles north } 
east of Calgary, just across the Al- 
berta boundary at Senlac, Saskatche- 
wan, is a salt lake that is believed to 
be the saltiest in the world. It is | 
mhore than five times saltier than | 
Salt Lake, in Utah, and its waters are 
hence five times as. valuable commer: | 
cially. And this lake, which is 185 
acres in area, is a commercial pro-' 
ject owned by five Calgary residents, 
who have no stock to offer, and who 
have refused an offer from P. Burns 
for the whole project. 

This lake was discovered when a 
search for potash was. being made 
by W. G. Worcester of Calgary. -He 
is a geologist and when he ascertain. | 
ed that this lake was wonderfully : 
tich in saline content he recognized ' 
its value to Alberta and interested 
John Arnold, A. H. Kelly and J. O. 
Williams of Calgary, who are the sole | 
stockholders and who have financed , 
the undertaking. 


500 TONS DAILY OUTPUT

And yet we have known men 
who would- quote with approval that 
old story of the schoolmaster who 
always took off his hat to his class 
of boys, and who would talk eloquent- 
ly of the greatnéss of boyhood, and 
who yet, an hour later, would ride 
rough-shod over the wishes of a 
boys’ class, and never suspect that 
they were doing them a wrong. To 
them, the -boys were simply boys, and 
as such {it was their duty to accept 
without question what the adult lead- 
er wanted them to say or do. The 
leader never dreamed that it was his 
duty to consult the boys, or to defer 
to their opinions in any way. As 
men-in-embryo he took off his hat to 
them, but as mere boys he _ boseed 
them, and then he wondered that the 
boys were not enthusiastic in carry- 
ing out his plans. We submit that 
whatever may be the right way to 
deal with boys, this certainly is not. 

We should like to suggest that the 
boy is apt to respect the eman who 
respects him, and no one can blame 
him‘ if he has. little regard for the 
man who shows little regard for him.
